WOMEN. INSPECTORS’ TERM 
TO END IN NINETY DAYS. 


Outcome of Complaints of Passengers 
and an Investigation by Assistant 
Secretary Taylor. 


Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Tay- 
lor, under whose supervision is the Immi- 
gration Department, after a visit to Ellis 
Island yesterday morning, announced that 
at the expiration of the ninety days’ com- 
missions the employment of women in the 
Inspection Service would be. discontinued. 
The department has had the subject under 
consideration for some time. 

Mr. Paylor met Commissioner Williams 
and Superintehdent Frank P. Sargent, and 
the three had a long conference. Many 
matters pertaining to the service were dis- 
clissed, besides the work of the women In- 
spectors. 

“It has been definitely 
away .with the women Inspectors,’’ Mr. 
Taylor said after the conference. ‘ We 
find that we do not want them, and that 
the service has not been a success. They 
will be allowed to serve out the ninety 
days for which they were appointed, and 
will then be dropped from the service.”’ 

Mr. Sargent when asked for his opinion 
of the matter ‘replied:

FLOODED 1 
Mississippi River — and the 
' Memphis District Suffers. 

Two Passenger Trains Caught Between 


Flooded Districts After a Fresh 
Break in the Levee. 





MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 18—Although 
the tributaries oi the Mississippi north of 
Memphis ane. reported to be falling, the 
river is 30.8 feet on the gauge to-night, 
the highest point ever recorded. Because 
of a break in the levee at Traice’s Land- 
ing last night all lines of railroad enter- 
ing the city from the west have been 
washed out. There have been no ins 
either in or out of the eity over the Mem- 
phis Bridge within twenty-four hours. 

So suddenly did the,rise come in the 
section of Arkansas acfrdss the river from 
Memphis after the St. Francis Levee broke 
at Traice’s Landing that two passenger 
trains were caught, and are surrounded by 
water about three miles west of the Bridge 
Junction, Ark. Aboard each of these trains 
were about 75 passengers besides the train 
crews, and to-night more than 100 of these 
persons remain on the trains. 

The breaks occurred shortly after 9 o’clock 
last night, just after west-bound trains on 
the Cotton Belt and 'Frisce had left Mem- 
phis. The Cotton Belt train left at 9 
o'clock, and had proceeded only a few miles 
when it ‘encountered a section of flooded 
track. In attempting to cross the rails 
spread and the engine was partially de- 
railed. The ’Frisco train approached from 
Memphis, ahd with its cone ance the Cot- 
ton Belt engine was pull back on the 
track. Meanwhile a S washout had 
occurred between the trains and Memphis. 

The trains are on the track of the Iron 
Mountain near Altmar, Ark. Several hand- 
cars succeeded in reaching the trains 
to-day, and about fifty passengers were 
brought to this city. The others refused to 
attempt the return. Supplies have been 
sent to them by handcars.

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SENATE TO VOTE ON THE 
CUBAN TREATY TO-DAY 


Unanimous Agreement to Cast 


Final Ballot This Afternoon. 


i 
Executive Session of Six Hours Devoted 


Largely to Adverse Criticism—Sen- 
ator Newlands Advocates \ 
Annexation.

WASHINGTON, March 18.—Before ad- 
journing at 7 o'clock to-night the Senate 
entered into a unanimous agreemeat to 
vote on the Cuban reciprocity treaty at 3 
o’clock to-morréw. The hope of securing 
a vote to-day was dissipated by the dis- 
covery that there were more speeches to 
be made in opposition to the treaty’ than 
had been counted upon. Indeed, it was dif- 
ficult to secure an agreement to vote even 
to-morrow, and it was evident that this re- 
sult could not have been accomplished but 
for the anxiety of Senators to secure a 
final adjournment of the session. 

The executive session covered six hou:s 
and was devoted largely to adverse qe 
cisms of the treaty. 

Debate on the treaty was opened by fr. 
McEnery, (Dem., La.,) who made a speech 
of something more than two hours\ length 
in opposition to it. He contended that the 
treaty was in the interest of the Sugar 
Trust, and said that its ratification would 
be a direct blow at the sugar interests of 
the United States. 

When Senator McEnery concluded, Sen- 


ator Newlands (Dem., Nev:,) took the floor. 
He appeared as an open advocate of the 
annexation of Cuba to the United States, 
and also as an opponent of the treaty. As 
a part of his address on the point of an- 
nexation he presented the following amend- 
ment: 


The Republic of the United States, recogniz- 
ing the intimate relationship between the Re- 
public of Cuba and itself, and being desirous of 
still further promoting freedom of tr and 
commercial union, of strengthening the bonds of 
amity and friendship between the people of the 
two countries, cordially invites the Republic cs 


“cuba to become a State of the Union under the 


Constitution and laws of the United States. 
Senator Spooner replied briefly to Senator 
Newlands, and sharply criticised his policy 
of annexation. He said that under the 
Tellier resolution the political independence 


of the Cubans had been guaranteed, and 
that under that pledge and in respect to 
our own obligations this country couid 
take no step looking to any other result. 
He also argued that the United States is 
under moral obligation to assist the people 
of Cuba,-and added that on account of the

Ratification of Panama Treaty 
Brings Pressure Upon President. 





Many ex-Statesmen Longing for a Job 
on Directing Body—Col. Young of 
Utah Strongly Backed. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The ratifica- 
tion of the Panama Canal treaty has 
brought increased pressure on the Presi- 
dent for the appointmeht of members of 
the commission which is to be charged ‘with 
its construction. The commission is to be 
corhposed of seven members, four of whom 
must be “persons learned and skilled in 
the science of engineering, and of the four 
at least one shali be an officer of the 
United States Army, and at least one other 
shali be an officer of the: United States 
Navy.”’ 

The imclusion of the army and navy 
leaves two civilian engineers to be selected. 
The principal contest is for -the three 
places that may be filled with persons at 
the discretion of the President regardless of 
their vocations or special fitness. There 
is no reason to doubt that the President 
will select two competent civilian engineers, 
and that in their selection professional 
qualifications will alone be considered. , 

In the case of the three persons who are 
to be appointed presumably because of 
their business qualifications, general know!l- 
edge of public affairs, arf administrative 
ability, several men who were formerly 
Senators and Representatives are being 
strongiy urged. Ex-Senators Jones of Ar- 
kansas and Harris of Kansas and ex-Gov.

troduced by Assemblyman Ulmann to give 
to the Bronx Gas Company the right to lay 
mains in Manhattan upon its agreement to 
furnish gas to consumers for 75 cents a 


.thousand feet. 


“The day after this bill became a law,” 
continued Mr. Ford, “‘ the franchise which 
it grants cculd be disposed of for millions 
of dollars before a foot of pipe had been 
laid.”’ 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Whitman 
also vigorously attacked the bill on behalf 
of the city authorities. Mr. Whitman said 
that it violated the principle of home rule, 
being an attempt to obtain from the Legis- 
lature a most valuable franchise to use the 
streets of the City of New York, which 
franchise could be obtained from the muni- 
cipal authorities only for a limited number 
of years upon the payment of due consid- 
eration. 

“The franchise sought,’’ said Mr. Whit- 
man, “is perpetual and.thus contrary to 
the policy of the charter, under which fran- 
chises are granted for only limited terms. 

“The compensasion due the city is fixed 
at 3 per cent. of the company’s gross re- 
ceipts from gas furnished by it to private 
and public buildings in the City of New

GERMANY AND THE CARIBBEAN. 

The latest numbef received of The Lon- 
don Saturday Review contains a very 
sensible and suggestive letter on ‘“ Ger- 
‘many and the Monroe Doctrine,” by Mr. 
DoucLas M. GANE. The writer calls at⸗ 
tention to the great and growing Ger- 
man maritime interests, to the extension 
of German trade, and even of German 
possessions in the Far East, and then 


| points out that she does not own or con- 


trol any “way stations” on the track 
to these distant belongings. Her ships 
are compelled to rely, on the route 
thither, on the hospitality of British 
ports. Germany has not even a station 
in the Mediterranean. 

This is very naturally galling te the 
German expansionists, But this is not 
the worst. It is plain that, with the com- 
pletion of the Isthmian Canal, it will sup- 
plant the present route from Northern 
Europe to the Far East. But as Ger- 


| many finds herself estopped by the Euro- 


pean concert, in spite of the Kaiser‘s 
friendship and serviceableness to the 
Sultan, from .acquiring facilities under 
her own control for her commerce by 
way of Suez, so she finds herself estopped 
by the Monroe Doctrine from acquiring 


| such facilities in the Caribbean along the 


new route. “When Great Britain, 
France, Holland, and even Denmark 
have convenient stations in the Carib- 
bean, it is unlikely that Germany will 
be content to be without.” The writer 
goes on to argue that it would be in- 
judicious for the United States absolute- 
ly to close against the expanding empire 
the line which would otherwise be that 
of least resistance. In any case, he con- 
siders that since the alternative is an 
acquisition by Germany 
waters, or the disturbance of tranquillity 
in the Mediterranean, it is to the inter- 
est of Great Britain to favor the German 
claims on this side. 

Undoubtedly Germany would have pos- 
sessions, like all the others, in the Carib- 


‘bean, if Prussia had been a maritime 


power while this hemisphere was still 
open to “conquest: and colonization.” 
The letter in The Saturday Review con- 
curs in time with an extremely interest- 
ing article in The Spectator touching 
German d@pinion respecting the United 
States, in the course of which the writer 
declares that there is reason to believe 
that German influence at Copenhagen 
has been successfully employed to pre- 
vent the sale of the Danish islands to 
the United States; and that it was em- 
ployed while the issue of our war with 
Spain was still doubtful, at least to Ger- 
man perceptions; to secure the transfer 
of them to Germany. Doubtless there 
is in the situation of Germany. with re- 
spect to her trade with the Far East, 
one reason for German impatience with 
the Monroe Doctrine, the other being 
found in German’ interests and hopes on 
the continent of South America. But it 
is quite certain that we should regard 
the transfer of any of the islands in 
the Caribbean from one European Power 
to another as “dangerous to our peace 
and safety.” Most of all should we so 
regard the transfer of any of them to 
the most “pushful’’ and aggressive of 
all the European. Powers. ‘That King 
Log should, anywhere in American 
waters, be succeeded by King Stork, 
would not suit us at all,

meter bill prepared by Commissioner 
MonRoOB, in the search for a “job” 
which it does not conceal, and which, if 
it did, would be discovered and checked 
by the Commissioner sooner than by any 
one else, should not be permitted to mas- 
querade as virtue at Albany if its real 
purpose is to delay and perhaps defeat 
the introduction of water meters.

THE WATER STORAGE COMMISSION 
BILL. 


“The Committee on Forests of the New 
York Board of Trade and Transporta- 
tion has entered a vigorous and well- 
considered protest against Senate Bill 
No. 156, entitled “An act continuing the 
Water Storage Commission and increas- 
ing its powers, for the purpose of pre- 
venting floods and inundations, promot- 
ing navigation, conserving the public 
health, and developing the natural re- 
sources of the State by regulating the 
flow of streams, and making an appro- 
priation therefor.”” A bill with such a 
title, and ostensibly for the objects re- 
cited, would naturally command unani- 
mous approval; and it is probably be- 
cause it seems so beneficent and inno- 
cent of guile that it has .thus far at- 
tracted so little attention. On critical 
examination it is found to be no ordi- 
nary measure, and behind the agreeable 
title lurks a job of gigantic proportions. 
If this view is correct, the Board of 
Trade and Transportation has rendered 
an exceptional public service in expos- 
ing it.. 

The protest of the body quoted sets 
forth that the real object of the bill is to 
serve private and corporate interests at 
the public cost. Primarily, it has for its 
object a monopoly of valuable water 
powers. On this subject the committee 
says: 

For a number of years past many at- 
tempts ‘have been made to gain by legisla- 
tion the privilege to control the waters on 
certain streams and rivers in this State and 
to develop the water power therein by dams 
and other means for private benefit. Here- 
tofore the projectors have proposed to con- 
struct the necessary dams and do other 
necessary work at their own expense or at 
the expense of the corporations existing or 
to be created to undertake the work of de- 
velopment. All the. acts heretofore pro- 
posed were calculated to create monopolies 
in control of the natural resources proposed 
to be developed and failed to take just cog- 
nigance of vested interests located in the 
sections upon which the improvements were 
to be made. Through the vigilance of pub- 
lic-spirited citizens and the wisdom of pre- 
vious Legislatures all such attempts to 
seize upon these water coursés and appro- 
priate them to private uses and private 
profit have failed. 


From this point of view it appears that 


private interests what they have found 
it impracticable to do under the present 
law of water and water courses in the 
State. What the interests to be served 
would gladly do at their own cost if per- 
mitted, they have the hardihood to ask 
the State to do for them at the public 
cost, the expense to be assessed upon the 
villages, towns, cities, and counties al- 
leged to be benefited, in the judgment of 
the commission, Such a plan invites 
very critical scr. ‘iny. 

The stated objects of the bill are un- 
doubtedly good, but it is none the less 
open to the suspicion of being a very 
dangerous measure, charged with poteri- 
tialities of jobbery and corruption. The 
commission is empowered, upon the peti- 
tion of any individuals or corporations 
having riparian rights upon any river or 
water course who are “ desirous of reg- 
ulating the flow of water therein,” or 
upon any other insufficient application, 
to undeftake w.-ks of unlimited cost, of 
which the State need bear no larger pro- 
postion, if any, than the Governor ap- 
proves. The bill seems to be full of in- 
consistencies and pitfalls. If enacted, it 
would place in the hands of nine Com- 
missioners a power greater and more ir- 
responsible than now resides in any de- 
partment of the State Government. The 
work devolving upon the commission is 
work which should be intrusted only to 
experts of the highest discretion: Its 
engineering responsibilities are difficult 
and delicate.

LABOR RESISTING LABOR. 

The Indiana revolt of labor against 
trades union oppression seems.to be 
spreading. There is an association of 
asserting independence of 
union dictation, established at Anderson, 
and another at Muncie, where a novel 
and interesting suit has just been be- 
gun. Some time ago the Hodcarriers’ 
Union of that place was ordered out on a 
sympathetic strike to sustain a conten- 
tion of the carpenters. Not all of the 
members -wanted to go, but the order of 
the Building Trades Council was effec- 
tive, and the strike. took place, forcing 
the willing and the unwilling into tem- 
porary idleness. As a result, the men 
who were made idle against their will 
have brought a suit against the Building 
Trades Council, claiming “$5,000 in dam- 
ages for injury suffered in consequence 
of loss of work. This presents the mat- 
ter of the responsibility of bodies assum- 
ing to speak and act for labor in a new 
light, and raises many interesting ques- 
tions. Assuming the Building Trades 
Council to be financially responsible, it 
would seem as if an action for damages 
resulting from its action in stopping 
the employment of men who wanted to 
work would lie. 

From every point of view this Indiana 
movement is interesting. It’ seems to 
mark the beginning of a recrystallization 
of labor for the attainment of new 
standards. For example, the Muncie 
union has adopted a constitution which 
declares against strikes as a means of 
settling disputes between employers and 
workmen, denounces the boycott as un- 
American and destructive of social or- 
der and the public peace, opposes “ un- 
fair lists” as encouraged by the trades 
unions, and declares in favor of grading 
mechanics according to their ability in 
the occupations they follow. That these 
broad truths are rank heresies from the 
point of view of trades unionism shows 
how far it is from a correct compre- 
hension of \sound ethical principles, and 
vf how little value is the assumption: of 
an altruistic purpose which really cov. 
ers the narrowest and most ignoble self- 
ishness. * 

The success of any movement on the 
part of labor to emancipate itself from 
the control of the unions will. depend, in 
great degree, if not wholly, upon the in- 
telligence with which employers act in 
conjunction with it. They do not need 
to encourage it ostentatiously, much less 
to patronize it; but every: consideration 
of self-interest suggests that they should 
see to it that no man suffers from the 
assertion of his independence or from his 
readiness to be rated according to his 
worth. ,

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 





——-In a discussion of the problems which 
confront the would-be navigator of the 
air, Dr. T. B. COLLINS, writing for The 
Electrical World and Engineer, rehearses 
the various recent achievements with mo- 
tor-driven balloons, and admits that they 
are considerable, but when he comes to 
define ‘‘ mechanical flight, properly so 
called,’”” he says that it is “aviation in 
which .the gas bag plays no part.'’ With 
that, doubtless, all enlightened opinion will 
agree, and in the direction indicated lies 
the one great extension of man’s domain 
that ie still possible. Whether the flying 
machine of the future is to use moving 
wings or to depend on motionless planes the 
writer of the article does not venture to 
decide, but he confidently predicts that 
the motive power in either case will be 
electricity from a storage battery. The 
present weight of all such batteries, though 
it is far in excess of that of the lightest 
steam engine of equal energy, does not 
alarm him. “ The weight of the average 
pigeon,’ he says, “is one pound, and the 
measurement of its muscle development 
shows it td possess 1-83 of a horse power. 
The wild goose has a weight of 9 pounds, 
with a muscle development of only .026 of a 
horse power, or 1 horse power to every 346 
pounds. This, of course, includes the fily- 
ing creature complete; but suppose, in the 
case of the airship, that a large margin be 
allowed for the weight of the structure, we 
would still have from 150 to 200 pounds to 
put into every horse power. This 
present within the limits of possibility. It 
is claimed that the new Hidison battery 
weighs less than 61 pounds per horse pow- 
er, and it is not apparent at present how 
this can be improved upon, though even 
such an achievement is not inconceivable, 
but motors might very readily be reduced 
one-half in weight by using aluminium 
wherever practicable and cutting away all 
surplus metal in the make-up.

For desperate abuses desperate remedies 
are welcomed, and, just as during the coal 
strike, the suggestion of expropriation was 
heard patiently by persons who in other 
circumtstances would have rejected it in- 
stantly, so now, when it is proposed that 
the city establish a lighting plant for its 
own needs, and perhaps to supply a gen- 
eral demand, the convinced opponents of 
municipal ownership either assent or con- 
tent themselves with keeping silent. 


—It is more than a little amusing that 
Capt. Preer intrusted to a policeman named 
CosTiGaN the introduction of a system of 
traffic regulation which is described by its 
few adverse critics as * British nonsense.” 
That the system, though undoubtedly the 
result of observations made in London, is 
not at all nonsensical, but is, on the con- 
trary, both sensible and effective, was ad- 
mitted enthusiastically by almost every- 
body who watched its workings on Broad- 
way the first day it was tried there, and 
appreciation of its vast superiority over the 
haphazard methods of the past is bound to 
grow as soon as the inevitable antagonism 
to every innovation has died away. Some 
may annoyed that we had to go to Lon- 
don for instruction In a very simple matter, 
but when we create conditions exactly like 
those which exist elsewhere, we must ex- 
pect to imitate the expedients by which the 
conditions have been met elsewhere—to im- 
itate them, that is,‘unless we can devise 
better expedients of our own, as has often 
happened to be the case. This particular 
problem, however, we have hitherto 
ignored, and in consequence we have en- 
dured a vast amount of needless inconven- 
ience, which now, thanks to Capt. Pipmr’s 
intelligent humility, seems likely soon to 
disappear, It is well, however, to remem- 
ber that the Broadway coachmen, cabmen, 
teamsters, and motormen will haye to be 
trained in the new rules as carefully as the 
Broadway poelicemen, 
ciency of thé latter will in great part de- 
pend upon the prompt and willing obedience 
given to their signals. A few arrests will 
probably be necessary to subdue the resist- 
ance of those who have enjoyed the wordy 
battles of the past, and who instinctively 
characterized the reform as “ British non- 
sense.’’ If the facilitation of travel on 
crowded streets is nonsense, British or 
other, We can stand a good deal of It. How 
does it happen, by the way, that, though 
many and many a New York City official 
visited London before Capt. Piper went 
there, not one of them thought of applying 
here methods that have worked satisfac- 
torily there for many years? It looks as 
though the Captain, like many another 
man, were going to get a lot of fame for 
doing a thing that involved the exercise of 
only common intelligence.

LONDON, March 19.—Speaking at a 
meeting on behalf of Armenia and Mace- 
donia, says the Paris correspondent of 
The Times, Anatole France protested 
against European apathy in regard to 
Turkish atrocities, 

M. France declared that 300,000 Ar- 
menians had fallen by order of the 
“Red Sultan,” and that in Macedonia 
soldiers and officials slaughtered the 
peasants whose wives and daughters: 
they maltreated. 

France, the speaker remarked, sent 
warships to demand that Turkey pay the 
Lorando and Tybini claims. ‘Do the 
powers,” he asked, “say to the Sultan 
that he may kill, provided he pays?” 

M. France denicd the charge of lack of 
caution brought against him and his 
friends because they denounce the. mas- 
sacres committed and threatened. “It 
is not prudence to authorize crime by 
cowardly silence, and cowardice is never 
wise,’ he said. 

In conclusion M. France demanded the 
full execution of the provisions of the 
Berlin treaty affecting Macedonia and 
Armenia.

» The case of Georg Anthes, the German 
tenor who has beén barred from singing in 
Germany because he -left the Dresden 
Opéra House without permission to join 
Maurice Grau this season, promises to in- 
volve Heinrich Conried, the new impresario 
at the Metropolitan with the Buehnen Ver- 
ein, a German theatrical association af 
which he is a member. . 

Mr. Anthes has been wel) received this 
year, and Mr. Conried is willing to re-en- 
gage him, but at present feels himself wna- 
ble to do so because he is a member of the 
Buehnen Verein, which declares that none 
of its manager-members may re-engage an 
artist who. has been placed under the ban 
of the association. 

Mr. Conried is a member through his con- 
nection with the Irving Place Theatre. 
Whether or not he will allow himself to be 
regarded as a member as manager of the 
Metropolitan has not yet been determined. 
He says that his name and not the thea- 
tre’s is identified with the association, and 
that it may try to hold him as a member in 
any capacity. However, he hopes, in the 
latter event, to obtain an exception in the 
case of Mr. Anthes. It is possible that the 
association will make this exception rather 
than risk the loss of Mr. Conried. 

The Buehnen Verein, however, has been 


very strict regarding Mr. Anthes, and so 
far has refused to consider any leniency. 
Mr. Conried says that about two months 
ago it passed a s ial resolution concern- 
ing Mr. Anthes, him not for five 
oars, the ordinary limit when an artist 
s his contract, but for life from play- 
ing under * manager of association. 
Anthes’s o nal trouble arose when 
he signed with aurice Grau for five 
yours leaving his position as leading tenor 
the Dresden Opera House. He fought 
his case in the courts, but was made.to 
y the fine of about $5,000, and was barred 
rom playing for five years in Germany 
of ie that he was expelled by the Kin 
f Saxony from the Order of Albrecht, an 
then barred for life from the Buehnen Ver- 
ein. In case he cannot sign with Mr. Con- 
ried, he probaviy will appear here in con- 
cert next season.

GEN. SCHUYLER HAMILTON DEAD 


Grandson of Alexander Hamilton, Who 
Distinguished Himself in the Mexi- 
. can and Civil Wars. 


Major Gen. Schuyler Hamilton, grandson 
of Alexander Hamilton and distinguished 
soldier of the Mexican and civil wars, died 
yesterday in his home at 24 West Fifty- 
ninth Street. He was born in this city 
eighty years ago, being the son of Col. John 
Church Hamilton, fourth son of Alexander 
Hamilton. Col. Hamilton was a veteran of 
the War of 1812, in which he served as 
aide-de-camp to Gen. Harrison. Gen. Ham- 
ilton’s grandmother was. Elizabeth Schuy- 

















ler, sister of Philip Schuylér of distin- 


guished Colonial lineage. His mother was 
Maria Eliza van den Heuval, daughter of 
Baron John Corneilus van den Heuval, once 
Gevernor of Dutch Guiana and a resident 
of New York. Gen. Hamilton’s brothers 
were Alexander Hamilton of Tarrytown, 
William Hamilton, and Judge Charles A. 
Hamiiton of the Supreme Court of Wis- 
consin. 

Gen. Hamilton was graduated from West 
Point in 1841, and his first service was on 
frontier duty at Fort Atkinson, Iowa. His 
military record is all the more remarkable 
because it was broken by many illnesses, 
He won promotion at Monterey and again 
at Mil Fiores, and became Aide de Camp 
to Gen. Winfield Scott. He resigned from 
the service on May 381, 1855, and became
